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BUDGET PEACETIME LARGEST 
U* S* Asks British, Israeli Tolerance 


State Department Urges Treating 
Loss Of RAF Planes As Incident' 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—W>— 
The United States urged Britain 
and Israel today to treat the 
•hooting down of five British 
planes as » "regrettable Incident 


• only." 


A statement by the State De- 
partment, expressed hope that 
the Incident will not interfere 
with Palestine truce negotiations 
expected to open Wednesday on 
the Island of Rhodes. 
The department disclosed at 
the same time that the United 
States was Informed in advance, 
but not consulted on the move- 
ment of British forces to the 
Trans-Jordan port of Aquaba. 
Press Officer Michael J. McDer- 
mott declined to say whether any 
American objections were raised 
to the move. 
The five British Royal 
Air 
Force planes were shot down Fri- 
day by Israeli fighters near the 
Israeli-Egypt frontier. 
Britain 
has made a "strong protest" 
about It and has concentrated 
military and naval strength In 
the Eastern Mediterranean. 


LONDON,

British cabinet members and de- 
fense chiefs heard Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin give a detailed report 
today on the mldeast crisis stem- 
ming from Israel's action In shoot- 
ing down five RAF planes. 
The session was called by Prime 
Minister Attlee, presumably to con- 
elder Britain's next move and per- 
haps determine how far she will 
go In strengthening land, sea and 
air bases In that part of the world. 
Britain appeared to be massing 
strength behind her Arab allies as 
she concentrated warships and 
troops In the tense Mediterranean 
area.

A benumbing cold wave heaped 
more misery today upon the West- 
ern Plains and Rocky Mountain 
regions which still were counting 
their losses from last week's par- 
alyzing blizzard. 


Citrus fruit growers in Southern 
California were fighting again to 
save the remainder of their crops 
from another freeze. 
Snow fell 
in Los Angeles yesterday for the 
first time since 1032, and In Long 
Beach for the second time In 60 
years. It melted rapidly. 


Temperatures as low as 19 de- 
grees were forecast for tonight or 
early tomorrow in the fruit area 
which suffered a $25,000,000 dam- 
ago last week to the $100,000,000-a- 
year crop. 
Fresno had a low of 28 degrees 
early today and Los Angeles 34. 
The frigid blast in the Great 
Plains and Rocky Mountains was 
Montana's coldest In 10 years. It 
brought renewed fear for the sur- 
vival of livestock already weaken- 
ed from the lack of feed during the 
blizzard which brought death to 
at least 22 persons and tied up 
rail and highway travel for three 
days. 
Blizzard conditions again were 
reported In some Wyoming areas 
and in Northeastern New Mexico, 
but snowfall throughout the area 
generally' was moderate; with rall- 
roada and bus lines operating on or

Truman Predicts

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.-W-- 
Presldent Truman today predicted 
a $1,300,000,000 drop in government . 
spending on veterans next year. 
Ho also proposed that congress 


wipe out more than one-fourth of 
the 90 hospital building program 
blueprinted during and Just after 
the war. 


But Mr. Truman's budget mes- 
sage advised the 16,000,000 holders 
and former holders of national Ufa 
insurance policies they can expect 
a 
$2,000,000,000 "Initial dividend" 
during tho fiscal year beginning 
Next July 1. 


Mr. Truman suggested spending 


$0,496,000,000 for veretans benefit* 
and services in the new fiscal 
year. The figure for thn current 
year Is $6,799.000,000. 
Thp cutback in tho hospital pro- 


gram would be brought about by: 


1. 
Outright cancellation of 24 
new projects. 


2. Reducing the capacity of 14 


additional proposed hospitals.

Mystic Statistics— 
If You Can'i Tell Paradise When 
You See It, Read 1853 Gazetteer

Have you harvested your lemon 
crop yet? 


Or picked tho lush oranges from 
the trees, And your citrons — are 
they doing fine 


This must be a fine lemon, or- 
ange and citron country because 
Richard Swalnson Fisher, M. D., 
said so. 


And Mr. J. H. Colton, of No. 86 
Cedar Street, New York, N. Y., 
backed him up. 


Richard Swalnson Fisher, M. D., 


presented Corsicana and Navarro 
county to the world at large in his 
bulky production of 1853 entitled 
"A New and Complete Statistic- 
al Gazetteser of the United States 
of America, Founded on and Com- 
piled 
from official Federal 
and 
State Returns, and tho Seventh 
National Census." 
The book is just a little moro 
voluminous than the title. It was 
found in the library of the late 
J. S. Callicutt, late Corsicana at- 
torney. Tho volume formerly had 
belonged to Wm. Croft, and was 
included In the library purchased 
by Callicutt. 


Mr. Colton, the map, guide and 
atlas king of his day, published the 
findings of the good doctor. 
Dr. Fisher wasted little time and 
les swords on Corslcana. He list- 
ed it as a "post village" situated 
"on tho high prairie' 'between Pe- 
can and Richland Creeks of Trin- 
ity River, 122 miles "north by north- 
oast from Austin City." 


"It has about 120 inhabitants, and 
tho surrounding country is thickly 
settled by cotton planters," the doc- 
tor wrote and went on to better 
climes. 


He did a little bettor with his 
pen when he got over to the "N" 
department of his book. He dis- 
cussed the geographical location of 
Navarro county, described Its soil 
and the fertility of same, Its fine 
timber. Then ho really got down 
to enthusiastic scribbling. Wrote 
the learned doctor: 


"Tho soil Is also favorable to the 
growth of fruit, oranges, lemons, 
citrons, 
well..." 
Being 
that being the entire object of his 
tomo, he added the folowlng fig- 
ures for prospective settlers: 
Farms, 
304; manufacturing 
plants. 13; dwellings, 576; white 
population, 3,444; freo negro resi- 
dents, 11; slaves, 3813. 
It was when the author reached 
the spot reserved for Texas that 
he soared, as they used to say, to 
glowing heights. 
He put it down 


for all to see that on June 1, 1860, 
this state had four paupers left on 
Its hands, but during the year had 
aided seven. That load cost $438. 
The state had other 
troubles 
along the same line. Of the 212,692 
residents, 39 white and one negro 
slave were insane, 49 white and 
nine staves were deaf and dumb, 
and 76 persons were blind. 


Statistics, In anybody's langua~e, 
prove dull. Today's are just as dry 
as were those gleaned from the 
seventh census by the erstwhile 
doctor. 


But when it came to the flowers 


of a state he had never seen, the 
good author really (as wo say to- 
day for some uncouth reason) went

The 
fashionable dahlia, an exotic high- 
ly esteemed and carefully raised 
in foreign hothouses, is indigenous 
to the southwest. 
"Geraniums adorn and perfume 
with their fragrance the wild mea- 
dows, and the water Illy, trumpet 
flower and the cardinal are com- 
mon In the fields. The May apple,

The budget totals omit over $2,- 


400,000,000 the government takes 
In annually from social security 
taxes, as well as the lesser sum 
it pays out In benefits.

If the British government wants 


tho protest to reach Tel Aviv il 
now may bo required to transmll 
it through a third power—such as 
the United States or Russia—which 
has diplomatic relations with both 
Briain and Israel. 


Government sources said It Is 


probable Britain's next step will bo 
a strong demand that tho U. N. 
Security Council Insist that Jewish 
troops keep within Israel's boun- 
daries and that Israel pay for the 
loss of pianos and pilots.

Worst Year For 
Polio In History 


NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—(/P)—A to- 


tal of 27,658 cases of Infantile par- 
alysis wore roported In the United 
States in 1948, making It the sec- 
ond worst polio year In th« U. 8. 
history of thn disease. 


A total of 27,388 cases were re- 


ported In the epidemic year of 1916, 
but tho National Foundation 
for 


Infantile Paralysis lists It as tho 
•worst year, with an estimated total 
of 60,000 cases. Reporting wa» not 
complete at that time. 


The foundation, which announc- 


ed the 1948 figures yesterday, said 
tho greatest 
concentrations 
of 
cases were In California, North 
Carolina and Texas. 
Thirty-five 


per cent of the total was In these 
states. 
Texas, on the basis of 1948 pop- 


ulation estimates, had an Incidence 
rate of 24.6 per 100,000 persons or 
a total of 1,780 cases. 
South Dakota had the highest 


incidence rate. There wag a total 
of 940 cases there, with 1B1 out of 
every 100.000 persons afflicted. 


The highest state total was Cal- 


ifornia's 6,560, which was about 
65.4 
cases per 100,000 persons. 


The foundation estimated that 


during the yeaer $17,000,000, con- 
tributed through the "March of 
Dimes," tram spont In fighting th« 
disease.

Welch explained that Indecision 
to use the old type tie, one coated 
with asphalt to prevent rust In all 
weather conditions, or to use a new 
type tie, coated with a petroleum 
product, is delaying production of 
the long, narrow strips of 
metal 
used to tie cotton bales after they 
have been pressed. . 


He said this was the situation: 
The Tennessee Coal, Iron ft Rail- 
road Company 
of 
Birmingham, 
Ala., rolls 80 per cent of the 
na- 
tion's ties. It suspended produc- 
tion last May at the request of the 
cotton council. 


Spinners had complained 
lat

to the cotton and renders fibers 
unfit for spinning.
